WE  NOMINATE 


Albert  Flsasser.  a  devotod  Princetoniaii  for  the  past 
three  decades  and  still  a  student  of  "what  makes  a 
student  tick,"  who  has  been  largely  responsible  for  the 
evolution  of  an  unusual  faculty  advisory  system  that 
has  won  recognition  among  educators  and — more  im- 
portant— has  earned  the  respect  of  the  undergraduates 
for  whom  it  was  designed.  Essentially  an  outgrowth  of 
Princeton  University's  experience  with  returned 
World  War  II  Servicemen,  the  advisory  service  which 
Elsasser  directs  is  concerned  with  school-to-college 
transition  and,  without  infringing  upon  the  individual's 
freedom  or  responsibility,  succeeds  in  guiding  fresh- 
men and  sophomores  in  their  selection  of  the  right 
courses  and  programs  of  study. 

In  both  secondary  school  and  college  a  "Faculty 
Adviser"  is  frequently,  and  understandably,  looked  upon 
as  a  necessary  evil,  and  by  advisee  and  adviser  alike. 
The  operation  of  such  a  system,  involving  hundreds  of 
teacher-student  "partnerships"  and  countless  confer- 
ences, demands  everlasting  attention  to  detail,  a  stream 
of  correspondence,  and  constant  follow-through  on  the 
scholastic  problems  brought  to  light.  No  matter  how 
carefully  selected  the  faculty  consultants  might  be, 
there  must  be  a  tireless  administrator  behind  the  scenes 
and  it  is  this  role  Elsasser  has  filled  since  1946  when  he 
was  named  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Advisers  and 
Director  of  Freshman  Studies. 

While  Elsasser,  a  60-year  old  native  of  Philadelphia 
and  an  alumnus  of  the  University  ot  Pennsylvania,  is 


an  authority  in  the  fields  of  Medieval  Literature  and 
the  development  of  the  English  Language,  his  interests 
have  often  transcended  the  limits  imposed  by  scholar- 
ship. For-  a  period  of  six  years  he  served  as  chairman 
of  the  University  Committee  on  Faculty  Participation 
iij  Proje "Is  of  Adult  Education,  the  committee  which 
cooperates  witli  Community  Adult  Schools  throughout 
New  .lersey  and  provides  liaison  between  Princeton  and 
officials  of  the  Stale  Department  of  Education.  He  is 
also  a  former  vice-chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
the  Princeton  Country  Day  School. 

In  1944-1946,  as  head  of  a  special  eight-member  com- 
mittee of  the  School  and  College  Conference  on  English, 
Elsasser  supervised  a  study  of  "English  Preparation  in 
Secondary  Schools,"  an  analysis  based  upon  the  college 
records  of  300.000  Army  and  Navy  students  trained  in 
112  different  institutiMs.  The  findings  of  this  commit- 
tee, published  in  1W8,  attracted  highly  favorable 
notices,  antedated  a  rash  of  outbursts  about  the  aver- 
age student's  lack  of  knowledge  ot  the  "written  and 
spoken  word"  and  helped  clear  the  path  for  the  more 
effective  teaching  of  English  in  schools  throughout  the 
nation. 

For  emphasizing  in  his  work  that  education  on  all 
levels  is  a  three-way  proposition  demanding  the  best 
of  student,  teacher  and  parent;  for  his  awareness  of 
the  educational  problems  that  separate  "successes"  and 
"failures;"  for  his  genuinely  enthusiastic  efforts  in 
behalf  of  others;  he  is  Town  Topics'  nominee  for

Topics  of  the  Town 


To  Be  Continued.  Christmas- 
time, however  full  of  the  more  en- 
joyable material  and  spiritual 
things  in  life,  is  but  a  brief  period 
of  the  year.  In  a  busy  world,  it 
flashes  all  too  quickly  from  one 
horizon  to  another;  by  the  "end 
of  the  holiday  season,"  the  aver- 
age family  simply  stores  away  a 
pleasant  memory  of  Yuletide  cheer 
and  returns  to  its  drily  routine. 

Each  year  since  1947,  however. 
Christmas  has  meant  far  more 
than  merely  a  change  in  the  nor- 
mal pace  of  life  to  a  particular 
family  in  the  Princeton  area.  What 
has  taken  place — in  the  form  of 
heartfelt  generosity  and  assistance 
from  their  neghbors— has  been  of 
lasting  value  through  the  months 
and  years.  A  helping  hand,  extend- 
ed when  the  hour  is  darkest,  can 
create  a  life-time  glow  of  renewed 
energy  and  appreciation. 

For  the  past  six  years,  the 
Christmas  sestson  has  been  marked 
by  a  community-wide  effort  among 
Princetonians  to  erase  some  of  the 
hardships  that  have  beset  a  fam- 
ily in  their  midst.  In  every  in- 
stance, what  has  been  accom- 
plished has  been  of  lasting  value: 
in  most  instances,  both  the  imme- 
diate needs  have  been  met  and 
part  of  the  fund  conserved  for 
careful  use  in  the  future. 

A  family  of  14,  with  only  the  old- 
er children  beginning  to  earn  suf- 
ficient money  for  self-support,  was 
assured  of  food,  clothing  and  medi- 
cal supplies  when  Town  Topics 
made  its  first  appeal  in  1947.  A 
widow  and  her  three  children  were 
shown  the  following  Christmas 
that,  with  outside  help  when  the 
going  was  hardest,  ends  could  be 
made  to  meet.  Self  -  reliance  has 
been  a  family  trait  in  the  years 
that  followed. 

Deserted  by  her  father,  a  12- 
year  old  girl,  whose  mother  died 
a  fortnight  before  Christmas, 
gained  an  inner  happiness  at  a  cru- 
cial time  in  her  life  because  the 
Princeton  community  heeded  a  call 
for  help.  The  following  year,  a 
fund  was  rai.-^ed  for  a  devoted 
grandmother  and  granddaughter, 
separated  by  two  generations  but 
kept  together  when  lack  of  re- 
sponse would  have  left  each  a  pub- 
lic ward.

MURRAY  THEATRE 
The  Community  Players  opened  ' 
tlieir  season  with  a  fine  production 
of  a  sparkling  play.  -'The  Lady's 
Nni  For  Burning"  by  Christopher 
Fry,  and  it's  disappointing  to  hear 
that  ticket  sales  have  been  poor. 
Performances  continue  nightly 
through  Saturday  in  Murray  The- 
atre and  tickets  may  be  obtained 
at  the  University  Store  and  the 
box  office  at  night. 
^  The  cast  is  remarkably  good 
right  down  the  line;  the  set  (by 
Hildegarde  Rose)  and  costume's 
iby  Susan  Maderos)  are  tirst-rate; 
Richard  Nicholls"  direction  catches 
the  spirit  of  the  work  handsomely; 
Mr.  Fry's  writing  is  delightful. 
What  more  can  you  ask  for  a  pleas- 
ant night  of  theatre? 

-  A  small,  highly  energetic  group 
is  chiefly  responsible  for  this  pro- 
duction, A  high  proportion  of  the 
individuals  are  relative  newcomets 
to  the  Players,  a  good  sign.  But  in 
order  to  stay  alive,  it  would  seem 
that  the  Players  must  have  broader 
support  both  from  within  the  or- 
ganization and  from  the  commu- 
nity at  large. 

The  question  of  support,  the  fi- 
nancial problems  centering  around 
the  heavy  drain  of  "Avalon,"  and 
the  future  course  of  th&  organiza- 
tion are  squarely  in  front  of  the 
membership.  And  the  feeling  is 
here  that  the  community  at  large 
must  also  make  up  its  mind  about 
what  has  been  and  should  be  a 
worthwhile  amateur  activity. 


It  should  be  noted  that  most  of 
Ihe  cast  of  "The  Lady's  Not  For 
Burning"  has  had  a  good  deal  of 
training  in  the  theatre:  in  Intime. 
stock  and  elsewhere.  Selly  Weber 
and  Karl  Light  excelled  in  the 
leads,  but  the  remainder  of  the 
cast.  Monroe  Wade.  Henry  Siegie. 
Philip  Minor.  Francis  Schmertz, 
Lorin  Zissman.  Stuart  Duncan. 
Douglas  Dougherty.  Olivia  Wood 
and  Anne  Kolbe.  got  the  most  from 
their  parts,  whatever  the  size. 

Mr.  Fry's  play  demands  careful 
listening,  but  the  reward  is  plenty 
of  comedy  and  a  delightfully  pre- 
sented statement  about  mankind's 
faults  and  virtues.  Recurring  im- 
ages, alliteration,  puns,  colloquial- 
lisms  and  symbolism  from  a  half 
dozen  centuries  are  sprayed 
through  every  line.  Spectators  are 
bound  to  be  left  at  the  post  on  oc- 
casion, but  the  wit  and  wisdom 
which  comes  through  is  a  tribute 
to  Mr.  Fry's  cleverness  and  power 
with  words,

Prince- 
ton's winter  sports  season  is  about 
to  open,  with  a  somewhat  informal 
hockey  contest  again?;!,  the  alumni 
the  first  of  the  pre-Christmas  en- 
gagaments.  This  will  occur  Satur- 
day at  2:30  in  Baker  RJnk.  competi- 
tion at  the  intercollegiate  level  fol- 
lowing next  week. 

The  basketball  team "  travels  to 
Easton  to  meet  Lafayette  Wed- 
/nesday  and  will  play  Fordam  in 
Dillon  Gym  next  Saturday.  De- 
cember 12.  St.  La'Arence  will  be 
here  that  afternoon  to  provide  a 
full  share  of  opposition  for  the 
hockey  forces. 

The  wrestlers  take  on  a  -new 
rival  in  C.C.N-Y.  the  same  day  in 
Dillon  Gym,  while  Howie  Canoune 
will  launch  his  career  as  varsity 
swimming  coach  against  Lafayette 
on  December  16.  Howie  Stepp  has 
retired  after  25  years  of  service  in 
this  capacity  to  devote  full  time 
to  his  duties  as  University  regis- 
trar. 

Skaters     Need     Attack.     Having 


won  the  Pentagonal  title  last  sea- 
son for  the  first  time  in  a  dozen 
years,  the  Tiger  hockey  teams  finds 
itself  in  the  unenviable  position  of 
looking  up  at  two.  and  possibly 
moro.  of  its  rivals.  Eleven  mem- 
bers of  the  Class  of  1953.  including 
virtually  all  of  the  offensive  power 
thai  won  the  championship,  have 
departed.  Meanwhile.  Harvard. 
Yiile  and  possibly  Dartmouth  are 
all  figured  to  be  considerably 
stronger  than  they  were  last  win- 
ter.. 

First-line  defensive  strength  is 
Coach  Dick  Vaughan's  principal 
asset.  Captain  Blair  Torrey  is  the 
league's  mtjsl  eflicient  goalie,  hav- 
ing allowed  just  18  goals  in  eight 
Pentagonal  games  last  season.  Two 
other  colleges  i  Erowm  and  Dart- 
mouth) had  twice  thai  total  scored 
against  them. 

Three  veteran  defensemen  are 
back  to  aid  the  Tigers.  Derek 
Price.  Dick  Court  and  Eddie  Stimp- 
son^the  first  two  Canadian-train- 
ed-— will  help  greatly.  Another  Can- 
adian, sophomore  Hugh  Watts,  is 
the  most  likely  bet  to  pair  with 
one  of  them;  if  reserve  strength 
develops,  Stimpson  might  move  up 
to  a  forward  position  but  such  an

As  a  punter,  he 
averaged  40  yards  this  year,  the 
first  season  he  had  been  assigned 
to  handle  the  kicking.

Pete  Gall  is  Ih^  only  letterman 
back  with  a  full  share  of  experi- 
ence; Pete  Millard,  who  saw  oc- 
cnslonal  roserv'C  action,  is  the  only 
other  leltcrman.  Gone  are  the  high- 
scorinB  Hank  Bothfeld.  who  won 
All- American  rating  and  ranks 
with  the  best  of  Princeton's  all- 
lime  hockey  stars;  Bill  Gall,  Jinx 
Cleaves.  Tom  Davis.  Vic  Williams. 
Dave  Erdman  and  Ave  other  able 
players. 

Gall  is  currently  skaling  on  a 
line  that  has  George  Scragg  at 
center  and  Roy  Boocock  at  left 
wing.  Both  are  sophomores.  An- 
othei'  line  includes  Millard.  Bill 
Ostfood.  a  senior  who  was  ineligil)le 
la.M  year;  and  sophomore  John 
HuLsch  at  center.  Gordon  Wilson, 
George  Hnckl  and  Pete  Rossmas- 
sler.  the  latter  two  Princetonians, 
are  another  offensive  trio. 

Vaughan  can  count  on  a  grf^at 
deal  of  spirit  and  enthusiasm,  plus 
a  probable  increase  in  ability  as 
the  season  moves  along.  But  the 
schedule  is  particularly  rugged — 
after  St.  Lawrence  come  Boston 
University,  Boston  College  and 
then  a  Christmas  week  tournament 
al  Tioy  with  R.P.I.,  Brown  and 
St.  Francis  Xavier,  a  Canadian 
team,  in  a  round  robin  with  the 
Tigers. 

If  they  win  any  one  of  these,  it 
will  be  real  cause  for  cheer,  Dick 
Vaughan  is  no  pessimist,  but  a 
lealistic  outlook  does  not  bring 
thoughts  of  frequent  success.  That's 
somewhere  in  the  future. 

Quintet  Inexperienced.  Prince- 
ton'--- haskftbiili  forcfs,  too,  are 
ranlted  somewhal  lielow  the  top 
level  of  the  Eastern  League.  Cor- 
nell is  figured  to  be  the  team  to 
beat,  with  Yale  also  strong  after  a 
30-game  tour  of  Puerto  Rico,  Cen- 
tral and  South  America.  The  Elis 
finished  that  one  in  September,  ex- 
cellent pre-season  training. 

Minus  All-American  Ernie  Beck 
and  several  other  players  who  help- 
ed win  the  title  last  season,  Penn- 
sylvania is  not  figured  as  strong. 
Columbia,  too,  lost  heavily  by  grad- 
uation, but  indications  are  that 
these  two  teams,  with  Cornell  and 
Yale,  are  most  likely  to  finish  in 
first  division.  Princeton,  Dart- 
mouth, Harvard  and  Brown— the 
last-named  new  to  the  league  this 
year— will  seek  to  break  into  the 
top  four  places. 

Harold  "Bud"  Haabslad,  who  set 
three  scoring  records  here  as  a 
.■sophomore,  is  the  Tigers'  main 
hope.  He  has  an  excellent  eye,  can 
often  shake  a  tight  defensse  with 
long  set  shots  and  is  adept  at  driv- 
ing lay-ups. 

Phil  "Ziggy"  Zuravleff  is  this 
year's  captain  and  will  probably 
pair  with  Mike  Loprete,  another 
senior,  at  the  guard  positions. 
Sophomore  John  DeVoe  (brother 
of  Chuck  DeVoe.  captain  of  the 
1952  champions)  stands  6-3  and  is 
likely  To  break  into  the  starting 
lineup.  Dick  Batt.  6-5  and  the 
squad's  tallest  player,  is  the  choice 
for  center. 

Cappy  Cappon  has  a  reserve 
quintet  in  juniors  John  Easton  and 
Dick  Frye.  plus  sophomores  Ray 
Mentzcr.  Ben  Spinelli  and  Tom 
Orvald.  The  latter  is  6-4  and  may 
push  Batt  hard  for  the  center  spot. 
Paul  Sarbanes.  Dick  Thompson. 
Don  Halversladt.  Mort  Chute  and 
Hugh  Willimns  are  other  leading 
candidates   on   the   squad. 

The  Tigers  are  quite  short'  of 
height  and  certainly  not  long  on 
experience.  Fortunately  for  their 
outlook,  the  rest  of  the  league  Is 
pretty  much  in  the  same  boat,  al- 
though the  pre-season  forecast 
finds  few  clouds  on  Cornell's  hori- 
zon. The  Ithacans  are  confronted 
with  the  same  opportunity  that 
Princeton  had  and  took  in  1952— 
winning  the  Eastern  League  title 
after  capturing  the  Ivy  crown  in 
football   the  same  season.

Arrowhead  (Sun.-Tues.)  sets  the 
bad  injuns  led  by  ace  badman  Jack 
Paiance  against  the  good  old  ca\- 
ahy  paced  by  heroic  Charlton  Hes- 
ton.  Much  rousing  outdoor  battling 
ensues,  resulting  in  the  destruction 
uf  virtually  one  and  all.  Techni- 
color, familiar  rugged  doings,  Katy 
Jurado  as  the  spying  half-breed. 

The  Cruel  Sea  (Wed. -Sat.)  is  a 
handsome  job  of  putting  a  long 
novel  on  the  screen*  by  means  of 
epii^odic  treatment,  superb  photog- 
raphy and  the  cumulative  effects 
of  excellent  characterizations.

He  plays  a  sanitary  engineer  with 
blight  ideas  in  the  plumbing  line 
who  gets  hold  of  atomic  plans  by 
accident,  leading  to  some  free- 
wheeling spy  complications.  Oscar 
Homolka  and  Nadia  Gray  are  in 
support. 

Wings  of  the  Hawk  iThurs.-Sat.) 
features  gunplay  and  hand-to-hand 
combat  in  profusion.  The  melo- 
drama turns  on  battle  between  the 
federals  find  the  revolutionaries  in 
Mexico.
